[With respect to claims 1 and 2, these claims are subject to a Terminal Disclaimer 
and being obviously duplicating the subject matter of patent 6,008,538. With 
respect to claim 3, Bertin et al. show spare chips but do not show a spare chip 
location, as claimed. With respect to claim 8, Bertin et al. do not show that the 
spare chip locations are related to detected nonfunctional memory.] 

Applicants concur in part with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they 
comprise a summary, and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the reasons specified with 



respect to claims 1 and 2 are somewhat misleading, being directed to a purported correspondence

of those claims with respect to a counterpart application. Moreover, the independent claims as 
allowed include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner with respect to 
claims 3 and 8. Further, the allowed dependent claims include other and further features and 
elements.
